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KING AND QUEEN RIDE IN CAB 


BEAVERMOUTH, B.C.—King George 
and Queen Elizabeth left the comfort 
of their private coaches Sunday for 
a brief ride to Stoney Creek in the cab 
of a giant mountain locomotive.

PRECIPITATION REPORT No. 3 

The precipitation which has occur- 
red from April Ist to May 21st, com- 
bined with that which occurred during 
the months of August, September and 
October last, and weighted for wheat 
acreage, indicates that the moisture 
condition for the three provinces as 
a unit is 95 per cent of the longtime 
average or normal,

Machine Works Accurately 


Razor It 
Removes Skin For Grafting 


A new machine for skinning hu- 
man beings to make skin grafting 
more certain and safe and thus save 
lives was demonstrated at St. Louis, 
Mo. 

A Kansas City surgeon, Dr. Earl 
C. Padgett, showed with a paint pot 
of rubber cement, a curved piece of 
sheet metal and a _ vibrating knife, 
how he could, if necessary, whisk all} 
the skin off a person who had re- 
cently died, and transfer it to save 
the life of another facing death from 
a severe burn or injury. 

In principle his machine is an elec- 
tric razor which can cut any area 


of the skin to any desired depth ac- 
curately and quickly. If an area to 
which skin is to be grafted required 
it, the instrument could provide a 
patch with scalloped edges. | 

Heretofore skin grafting required

The 
drum is then rotated and a knife 
driven back and forth by an electric 
motor follows it to separate the skin 
from the body. The skin is then 
stripped off the drum and placed on 
the area where it is needed, The 
rubber cement can be rubbed off 
later after the graft has begun.

Exhibit Sent To Paris 


Canada Is Justly Proud Of Indian 
Children’s Art Work 
Canada has reason for pride in the 
craft work of her Indian 
exhibit of which has been sent to 
the League of Red Cross Societies in 
Paris, France, for loan to national 
Red Cross organizations in countries 
which have expressed interest in it 

It is the first all-Indian exhibit to 
be sent out of Canada by the Red 
Cross, although samples of children’s 
work included with other consign- 
ments have attracted considerable 
Interest abroad, especially in Great 
Britain. The work is that of the 
Junior Red Cross in residential In- 
dian schools of Canada—-young arti- 
sans ranging in age from 8 to 16 
years. 

The exhibit includes some of the 
religious art work of Inkameep In- 
dian Day School, Oliver, B.C., which 
has already ‘“‘made the news” abroad. 
One of the boys from this school, 
Francis Batiste, won a bronze medal 
and second-class honors at the ex- 
hibition of the Royal Drawing Society 
in London, a year ago, for pictures 
painted on buckskin. He is now tak- 
ing a special course which is given 
in Indian art at Santa Fe, New Mex- 
feo, Other pieces in the exhibit fea- 
ture the splendid carving and bas- 
ketry work of St. Paul’s Indian Resi- 
School, North Vancouver, 
some of the finest raffia work pro- 
duced In Canada from the Alberni 
Indian School on Vancouver Island 
and exquisite art work from St. 
Mary's School at Cardston, Alta. 

As Christians, Indian children in- 
terpret religious themes according 
to familiar, every-day life. In their 
drawings of the Nativity, the Mother 
of God, St. Joseph and the Wise Men 
are Indians, and the Christ Child is 
in the traditional Indian cradle sus- 
pended from a tree.

Explanations And Comments 


Paul's Story of His Life and the 
Mob at Jerusatem, Acts 21:40-22:21, 
“Give me leave to speak unto 
people’ was Paul's request of the 
Chief Captain. “Get me safely out 
of this, away from this raging mob", 
would have been the anxious plea of 
most men in Paul's position, and per- 
haps it was surprise which let Lysias, 
the chief captain, to allow Paul to 
speak to the howling Jews below him. 

Paul addressed them in their own 
language, Aramaic, a dialect of the 
Hebrew. He defended himself from 
the charge that he was an enemy of 
the people, of the law, and of the 
temple. He told them that he was 
an Israelite, and though born in Tar- 
sus, he had been educated by their 
famous rabbi Gamaliel. Gamaliel 
was “had in honor of all the people’, 


Acts 5:34, and when he died men 
said, “The glory of the law has 
ceased."" Gamaliel was a member of 


the Sanhedrin, and it was he who, 
when the apostles Peter and John 
were imprisoned and made their es- 
cape, and the authorities “were 
minded to slay them,” stopped them 


by declaring that “if this counsel 
or this work be of men, it will be 
overthrown, but if it is of God, ye 


will not be able to overthrow them.’ 


Paul told them that he had been 
most zealous in persecuting the 
Christians, had even started for 


Damascus with letters from the San- 
hedrin allowing him to seize and 
bring back in chains all the Chris- 
tians he could find. Many of those 
to whom he was speaking must have 
known and recalled these facts. Next, 
he wished to defend his Christian 
faith, and he told them about his 
wonderful conversion, his interview 
with Ananias and the restoration of 
his sight, about his return to Jeru- 
salem and his baptism. And finally, 
he justified his work among the Gen- 
tiles as the fulfilling of the express 
command of the Lord.

PLANNING FOR HEALTH 
| Public concern for public health 
makes the leading editorial in the 
current issue of “Health” of timely 
interest. The editor of the official 
publication of the Health League of 
Canada says: 

“The suggestion made in the 
House of Commons recently by the 
Honourable C, G. Power, Minister of 
Pensions and National Health, that 
a national conference should be call- 
ed to discuss ways and means of de- 
veloping a Dominion-wide health pro- 
gramme will meet with general ap- 
proval. Such a conference was called 
in Washington last July and at that 
time the details of a health pro- 
gramme for the United States were 
approved, 

“If a similar conference is to be 
| called In Canada considerable pre- 
| liminary work will be necessary be- 
fore it will be possible to approach 
the national health problems intelli- 
gently. This implies the carrying 
out of preliminary studies by vari- 
ous groups. It is suggested that all 
interested bodies, official and volun- 
tary, should consider the possibilities 
of such a conference and be prepared 
to submit facts as to the need for 
action in particular flelds. 

“The weakness of inter-provincial 
conferences of health such @s have 
been held in the past has been fail- 
ure to undertake preliminary plan- 
ning essential to the development of 
a sound programme, It has been no- 
torious that proposals brought for- 
ward have not been studied. The re- 
sult has been a variety of requests 
from different of

“Nor is unanimity alone sufficient. 
It requires time to study and elab- 
orate a plan which is sound and 
unanimous and there are many 
health problems in Canada which re- 
quire attention. Specific problems 
such as venereal disease and tuber- 
culosis need specific action but in ad- 
dition the general health machinery 
is far from perfect and in the pro-

New Medical Idea 


Put Patients To Sleep By Process 
Of Refrigeration 

Like wildfire a new medical idea, 
human hibernation, is spreading 
among the thousands of doctors at 
the annual meeting of the American 
Medical Association. 

They want to try it on heart dis- 
ease, insanity, tuberculosis and_ ills 
representing the whole gamut from 
degenerative to infectious diseases. 
They have been standing around a 
motion picture in a small scientific 
exhibition booth seeing something 
that never before was done to hu- 
man beings. 

The pictures show women being 
put to “sleep” like hibernating bears, 
by refrigeration. The hibernation ex- 
hibit is by Doctors Temple Fay and 
Lawrence Smith of Philadelphia. 

The women are covered with 
cracked ice like frozen fish. An elec- 
tric fan is turned on. In three hours 
their internal temperatures are forc- 
ed down below 90, usually to a tem- 
perature of 89. They go to sleep. 

The room is kept cold so that when 
the ice is removed they stay cool like 
a bear in his winter cave. They are 
kept thus for five days. At the end 
they are awakened by hot coffee, or 
warm applications. They arouse smil- 
ing, as if from sleep, and with no 
memory of what has happened dif- 
ferent from completely dreamless 
sleep. 

During the “hibernation” the pulse 
weat disappears. Only the electro- 
cardiograph shows the heart is still 
beating. Their kidneys stop. Bowels 
and apparently all digestive works 
stop. But this, ordinarily a signal 
of approaching death, seems of no 
danger, because at the same time 
analysis of the blood shows it has 
ceased to fill up with waste products. 
There is nothing to eliminate. 

Metabolism itself slows down 10 to 
per cent. They should of 
imonia but not one has ever 
shown a sign of pneumonia. They 
haven't caught cold or anything 
else whatever as yet.
